times, efpecially where the chief Actors were Strangers 
to us, the Truth of the Matter cannot well be come 
at, if it weré to be retaii’d in all its Particularities; 
You: fhall‘have it all in a Summary Way, and in Ex- 
preffive Terms provided as long ago, as, 2 Chron. 
XV.5$,6. In thofe iunes, there was no Péace, to bim that 
went out, nov to him that came in, but great Vexations 
were upon all the Inhabitants of the Countries; For God 
aid Vex them with al <Adverfity. And certainly, the 
Voicé of God has been Extended unto All the Tha 


tants ; who have dll been Sharers in the Great Vexa- 
tions of this Long dotrfty. Truely, We have ZH 


been Sufferers. How many have Suffered in their 
Perfons? Not a few, have Endured Hard[hips as Good 
Souldiers in the Publick Service. How many have 
Sufferéd; in what Has befaHen the Relates for which 
they have had a Tendernefs ? The frequent Dreffes 
have often, often, filed our Houfes with Anguifh. 
The Heavy Taxes have been fuch, that every One 
has felt the Purden : Perhaps, thofe few that Paid 
None, did feél as much as any, of the Burden. And 
then, Tis to be hoped, no Matz could be fo Inhu- 
mane, but that he hád a Sympathy with Other Suferers ; 
The Advice of all Zoi! Occwrents affiGed him. 
Surely, we have .4/| been Sines too ' And this, 
no doubt, this is the Poe of our Glorioós GOD 
unto us Al. Hear this dll ye People, Every One of 
you ! Let every One of yow dll now Search and Try 
his Wayes, and turn unto the Lord. Sirs, We havé ALL @ 
of us by oyr Various ret Contributed unto @

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the Controverfy,, which.a Juft GOD has been mana- 
ging with us, in this Long Day of our Calamity. 
It was Once the Complaint of Heaven ; Jer. VIII. 6. 
I hearkemed and heard, but they Spake not aright ; No 
Min vepented bim of bis Wickednef, Saying, What have 
I done ? Oh! May it net be heard over us! The 
Mighty Voice of our God unto us, is; Let every Man 
Enquire, What Errors of bis Own have thrown Oyl into 
the Flame of that Anger that. has been fuch a Devouring 
Fire upon you. And, Let every Man Enquire, What be 
, JPall do, that tho’? God has been Angry, His Anger may 
’ he turned away, and His Teople may be Com/orted. 


BESURE, We are deaf to Thunder, if we do not 
hear this Voice of our God unto us all, in what 
we have all met withal : Ob! Take off your Hearts 
fion a. World, which I have fo many wayes Embittered unto 
you all. Prefer, Purfue, Exped a Portion in a better World. 


BUT if the Mighty Voice of God may be appre- 
hended as moft Cogently, and moft Pungently di- 
refted unto them that have been the Greatest Sufferers, 
^tis to be hoped our dear Brethren in the Frontiers, 
will be moft Suitably Affeted with it. O our 
Brethren, Who are Pofted in the Valley of Achor ; 
who have Gotten and Eaten every Grain of your 
Bread, with the Ieri] of your Lives from the Sword 
of the Wilderuef?; who have had your Lives alwayes 
as it were in your Hands, ready to be offered up, 
and been Shut up in very Uneafy Circumftances : 
To you there is this Mighty Voice of God your Sa. 
viour ; Heaven requires it of you, to be the best Peo- 
ple upon Earth ! O Examine whether you are fo ; 
| . and Examine how you fhall Order your Sehaviours,

all the Solemnity imaginable, never Dreaming that 
it could be Poflible for any thing in the Shape of 
Meu, —— to do what was going to be done; 
So much was France forgotten ! ——- Behold, Now 
thefe Treacherous .Jnfidels, [ Their being French 
Chridiaus, will not hinder me from calling them fo ! ] 
¥ fay, thefe Infdels went up againft the Land of Un. 
walled Villages... Yn Scattered Parcels, they fell, at 
Once on Seven Villages ; They Murdered and Cap. 
tived, More than Oxe Hundred and Seventy of our 
People. And on fome of them, efpecially fome Wo. 
yen with Child, they Perpetrated Barbarities, which 
humane Ears can do no other than tingle at. God 
Miraculoufly Saved many Expofed Places, from thede 
firft Efforts of Indian Fury ! 


BUT, O NEW-ENGLAND, Wilt thou hear the 
Voice of thy Glorious GOD unto thee, in this dif 
mal Tragedy ? His Voice, even His Mighty Voice 
unto thee, is; Thou haft Sinned  again[l my Covenant. 
+ A Sword x thus brought upon thee, io avenge the Quar- 
JE vxel of my Covenant. The, Violations of my Covenant in 
the Midft of thee mut be Repented of 
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I will take this Occafion to bear yet a more Par. 
ticular Teftimony. New-Englaud hears il among © 
Strangers, for the Crime of, Pronnfe-breaking. The 
fuvomifes of many. Men, they fay, are Little to be 
| relied upon. It. is reported, that many Pretenders 
© to Religion, are not, Men of ther Word. 1 know por 
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what their Pretences are ; Be they what they will, 
the Men muft not. be own'd for the True Citizens 
of Zion. But, Lo, in the Punilhment the Country 
undergoes, from the moft Infamous Promife-breakers, 
there is this Mighty Voice of God unto us, O my 
People, Promife-breakers muff not be found among you : 
Be Children that will not Ly ; So I will be your $a. 
Viour. 

WELL, but what Effe& have the Szlvages found 
of thelr Peifidy ? A Vengeance of God has follow'd 
them ; A Vengeance, that muft be a Story, and a 
Warning to all the World. 


HOW Many of them, have been Sacrificed by Ow 
Sword, it is not Eafy for us to fay. They never 
Affault, but when they can Surprize. They have. 
Quick Retreats to Zbickets and Mountains that are 
to us inacceflible ; The Europeaus, who Wonder 
that all thefe Colonies don't Prefently Swallow them 
up, have no Jdea of them. When alfo any of them 
fall in Battel, the Survivers ufe more than ordinary 
Care to Cover them. However, I have been able to 
reckon many more than an Hundred of thefe Curfed 
Salvages, which have been known to be Kill'd by 
Our llauds. But, Thy Hand, O Lord, has found oué 
thine Enemies ; Thy Right Hand has found out thofe thae 
bate thee ! God has Plagued them with Famine, and 
Sicknef, and many Wajting Miferies. "Tis affirm'd, 
They are fo reduced, that they cannot make Half 
the Number, which they could when the Way began, 
God has diftrefs’d them Wonderfully ! And fo He 
will Some who are greater than they, and who have | 
infufed their Maxims into them. There is thar d 
Mighty Voice from the GOD of TRUTH to Ihe, $ 
in what has befallen Tee. 
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AND yet, I With, the Wounded Chaldeans, may not 
rife up Once more to infli& Grievous’ Wounds upon 
Us. ‘To Prevent more JDeíolations, I would with 
all Humility, but with all Importunity, moft Vehement- 
ly, and with moft Prefling Inftances, befeech the 
Government, That all due Methods may be taken, 
for the Upholding of Religion in the Plantations of 
the Ea/t, as they fhall be going on. Sirs, What 
has been done more than twice to break up our 
Eaflerm Plantations, has in it this Voice of the Glo- 
rious GOD ; Yea, ’tis His Mighty Voice. Ob! Let 
not People be any more fo Foolifb, as to think of taking 
Root, in Ungofpellized Setilements ; Leff I Once more do 
Suddenly Curfe thew Habitations. 


BUT then, Thirdly; We muft be aware of this ; 
That none of the Particular Depredations, which the. 
Enemy has in this Long War made upon us, have 
been without a Voice from the Glorious GOD unto 
us in them : Yea, a Mighty Voice, which ought to 
be heard attentively, as the Sound going out from His 
Mouth. 


HE that would Write the Hiftory of this War, 
muff put upon it the Title that Orofus put upon 
his Hiftory, De Miferia bominum. : 


AN Exa& and Pun&ual Account of the feveral 
Depredations, with which the Wild-bea&s of the Deferé 
have broke in upon us, is not neceffary to be Ex- 
hibited. Nor would it often afford more Material 
Paflages, than thofe Infipid Ones, which the Funeral 
Orations on the Profeffors in the Univerfities are 
| commonly: Stuffed withal. But allow me to throw 
IL. the Murdered and the Captived into the fame Lift, 

E OWN as 
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as there is too much caufe to do, and I find my felf 
able to bring in a Lift of near Seven’ Hundred Perfons, 
whom our Offended GOD has delivered up into the 
dreadful Hands of the Salvages. No doubt there 
have been more! The Boaft made by One bloody 
Son of Cain among them has been generally heard 
of ! —— Animus meminife bore: ! 


OFTENTIMES what the Sa/vages have done, has 
been upon one, or two, of theirs, at a time ; done 
by a Skulkimg and Wolvio Adverfary. 


BUT Sometimes a Town has undergone a greater 
Effufion of Blood. Hacerbi] at once Lofes above 
Thirty of it's Inhabitants ; And, Poor Deerfield !—— 
Never to be forgotten. Deerfield ! ——— An Hundred, 
and Perhaps twice Thirty more. 


| HOW many Deaths have been Contra&ed and 
Haftened, by the Fatigues of Attempts againft the 
Enemy, — there can be no Account. 


ADD unto thefe, the Numberlefs Deaths, accelera. 
ted upon ours in their Engagements with the French 
at Sea, or by their Confinements among them : ——— 
Here our Bleeding Land would Cry out, Ob! That 
my Grief were thorcughly Weigh'd ! Now it would be 
heavy lie the Sand oj the Sea. 


BUT, What I am now to note, is, There has 
been a Voice of the Glorious GOD, in every One 
of thefe Difafters. 


I have reckoned up, in this War, near an Hundred 
Times, that Eo lidig: have been brought in unto | 
us, NAE 
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us, of Alifchiefs done to our Brethren and our Chil. 
dren, on the Land. Mifchief upon Mifchief ! — Be. 
fides thofe which have come to us, on the Other 
Element. Among which, that on Fi/fery at one time 
amounting to Ten Thoufand Pounds Damage, will 
not be forgotten ! Sirs, There has been a Voice from 
the Glorious GOD Renew'd unto us, in every Stroke 
of fuch Ew Tidings. A Voice fiom the Eaft, a Voice" 
from the West, aVoice fiom the North, and a Mighty 
Voice coming over the Mighty Waters too ; A Voice 
Jom the Lord, rendring His Righteous Recompences to 
us, by our Enemies. His terrible Voice in all thefe — 
things lias been, I am difleafed with you; Oh ! Take 
zip due Sentiments of my awful Dipleafure at you ! 





IN the midít of thefe Calamitous Things, could 
we fee BOSTON in F/zyes; the very, Plácé where I 
am now Standing, Perifh in the Flames ; the Glare 
whereof reached more than hundred Miles off; and 
not hear the /cice of a Provoked GOD, in thefe 
Fiery Rebukes ? Yea, our GOD Spoke tous with His 
Mighty Voice trom the Midft of the Fire, as from. a- 
nother Mount Sinai ; His Voice unto us was, O Fear 
Me, and Receive Inftindéion, that fo io more of your Dwel.

f Tq ‘HE A&ion and Exploit of the MEN of Two 

.. Shallops belonging to the Religious Town of 
York, Sept. 21. 1707. as Y have it, from a Good Friend, 
Samuel Penhallow Efqr. (to whom I have been En- 
debted for very many fuch Communications, ) appears 
not Unworthy of a Diftin& Relation. Such a Per. 
formance, and. fuch a Deliverance, ought never to be 
forgotten ! 


ON board the Shallops, now lying at Jinter-Har- 
bow, were the Courageous 4u/tin,,and Herman, and Cole, 
and five MEN. more, and a Boy, who íhall now pafs 
for a Man, About Fifty Canoes, in which were three 
or four or five Indians apiece, approach’d ‘them, in a 
Square Body. When the Fleet was come within Thirty 
Yards of their intended Prey, Ours fired upon them, 
which firft Shot put them into Extreme Diforder. The 
Indian Fleet again drawing up in Order of Battel, fired 


] with fuch Fury,as obliged ours to quit One of the 


Shallops ; which about fifty of the Enemy Entred, and 

got the Mainfail a-Trip, before ours could get the 

other to Sail. Ours therefore gat out their Oars ; but 

the Enemy was as quick as they, and they joyned Pad- 

dles on both fides. Ours gaining on them, the Enemy 

got a dozen Canoes a-head, with Fifhing-lines, to tow 
eil 
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after : But in about an hours time,the Wind fo frefhened 
up, that ours Left them, under certain Difadvantages, 
a quarter of a Mile aftern. However the reft of the 
Canoes, all this while Attending and Surrounding of 
our Manfully defended Shallop, kept inceflantly Firing 
on our Men, who ftill bravely anfwered them. They 
had a'Long Engagement, and were fo near One another, 
that ours felt the Fire of the Enemy,in fome fort almoft 
Scorching of them. ‘Tis an aftonifhing Thing ! But in 
this Long & Fierce & Hot Engagement, not One of our 

ocd Men was killed. _Onely One, whofe Name was 
Dormel,( a Godly as well as a Valiant,and for being fo not 
at all thelefs Valiant, Man, ) felt himfelf Shot thro’ the 
Bowels, quickly after they firft came to Sail. At’ his 
Fall, he faid, [am a Dead’ Man! But removing himfelf 
a Little, he added, Let me Kill One before I dye ! . 
but found himfelf not able to fire. —After three Hours, 
in which our Men Spent about five Pounds of Powder, 
and had not above a Quarter of a Pound Left, the dif 
pirited Enemy drew off; but not without having a 
Confiderable Number Killed & Wounded ; which tho’ 
atthe Time, the continual Cloud of Smoke had Left 
uncertain, was by Information afterwards afcertained. - 
What can Good Men do, when GOD ‘shall Spirit them, 
Strengthen them, and: Prote# them ! :

broke in upon Zacerbil, and Surprifed tlie Center of the 
Town. Major Turmr and Captain Price, with fome 
{mall Ferces happening to be Pofted there, did with 
much Bravery, Refolution and Celerity, with half the 
Few Forces they had, give Battel to them ; and in lefs 
than an Hour made them fly, Leaving Nine of their 
Number Dead,befides what of their Mortally Wounded 
they. carried off. 

Among the Dead, there was a Diftinguifhed French. 
man, who had an Lnvulnerating, and Immortahzing Amu- 
let about his Neck ; which 1 now have in my Hand 
at the Time of my Writing. It was a Little Pouch, 
in which I find fome fmall, Fe ne fcay quoy ’s, of the 
Popifh Leipfanolatry. But with them, a Schedule, on 
which there is drawn with Red Ink, the Pretended 
Figure of the Wound made by the Spear in the fide 
of our Dying Saviour, with the Dimenfions of it.
